In response to the Examiner's Final Office Action of January 23, 2007 the Applicant 
respectfully submits the following R^arks. 

Regarding 35 USC 103(a) Rejections 

It is respectfully submitted that the subject matter of pending independent claim 1, 
and claims 2-4 dependent therefrom, is not taught or suggested by Schalk in view of Ando 
and^or further in view of Menendez, Horikoshi and Hansm, for at least the following 
reasons^ 

In the present final Office Action the Examiner newly contends that Schalk discloses 
"a printhead capper drive assembly being configured to operatively engage with a capper 
assembly of the printer cartridge (inkjet printhead assembly) upon removable engagement of 
the printer cartridge with the cradle (Column 2, Lines 47-57; Column 4, Lines 31-39)", 
whereas in the previous Office Actions the Examiner admitted that Schalk did not disclose 
such features of the claimed invention. 

It appears to the Applicant that the Examiner raises this new contention based on the 
present language of independent claim I that the claimed cradle and the removable printer 
cartridge together form an inkjet printer when the printer cartridge is removably received by 
the claimed cradle, where it appears the Examiner is purporting that the combined assembly 
disclosed by Schalk equates to this claimed anangement 

However, pending independent claim 1 clearly recites that the "capper assembly" is 
part of the '^removable inkjet printer cartridge'* and that the **prinfhead capper drive 
assembly" is part of the claimed **cradle'% such that one of ordinary skill in the art clearly 
understands that the recitation '^upon receiving the printer cartridge, the cradle and printer 
cartridge form an inkjet printer"* merely recites the configuration of the claimed cradle and 
does not positively recite the **removable inkjet printer cartridge" as part of the claimed 
limitations. 
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
